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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-101 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Trumpy et al. (US 
Pat. 5,612,667) discloses a vehicle system that detects the barometric pressure outside of the 
vehicle to alert the driver or nearby persons of an approaching severe weather storm. Knudsen 
(US Pat. 6,255,942 Bl) discloses an environmental system mounted on a vehicle that includes a 
two-way wireless communication means for alerting persons of the detected conditions of the 
environment. However, neither of these references nor any other prior art of record disclose in 
their entirety the claimed mobile platform for conducting and monitoring in-field administration 
and coordination of emergency response activities comprising: an all-terrain vehicle having the 
capacity to accommodate at least two persons, six wheels, two tracks, a combination of a 
plurality of wheels and tracks, the vehicle having the capability, without requiring in-field 
modification by an operator, of traversing multiple off-road surfaces; electronic communication 
equipment having the capabilities of being moved across the multiple off-road surfaces with the 
platform to a first remote location, of receiving, while being located at the first remote location, 
at least two types of wireless communication transmissions from one or more additional remote 
locations, and, while being located at the first remote location, of transmitting at least two types 
of wireless communication transmissions from the mobile platform to one or more additional 
remote locations/ the communication equipment having further capabilities of receiving an 
incoming signal of a first signal type and regenerating and relaying the incoming signal of the 
first signal type as a second signal type that is different from the first signal type, and of 
receiving an incoming signal of the second signal type and regenerating and relaying the 
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incoming signal type as a signal of the first signal type; and an environmental monitoring station 
having the capabilities of being moved across the multiple off-road surfaces with the platform to 
the first remote location and of measuring environmental conditions surrounding the platform.
